The members’ directory of the Book 
Publishers Association of Alberta 
from 1991-92 tells an interesting, if 
somewhat sad, story. 

Of the 27 members listed in the 
directory from just nine years ago, 
only five are still in business. And the 
list of departed publishers includes 
big names in the industry that were 
either bought out and moved out of 
province, like Red Deer Press and 
Duval Publishing, and a number that 
have simply vanished. 

The moral of the story? 

If you're looking for stability, book 
publishing, particularly so in Alberta, 
may not be for you. 

BPAA executive director Kieran 
Leblanc says the organization cur- 
rently has 31 members, 28 of whom 
are book publishers; that compares 
to the 45 publishers in the organi- 
zation in 1996. The publishers, who 
produce about 200 titles a year, range 
from ultra-small operations with two 
employees, to a handful of major 
organizations like the universities

of Alberta, Calgary and Athabasca, 
and 30-year Edmonton success story 
Lone Pine, which has about 25 per 
cent of the gardening book market in 
Canada 

“Some of the finest books published 
in Canada come out of Alberta,” says 
Leblanc. “The quality of publishing 
here is phenomenal.” 

Quality, yes. 
much. 


Quantity, not so 


Publishers are eligible for grants 
from the Alberta Foundation for the 
Arts, the Canada Council, and the 
department of Canadian Heritage 
But Alberta government funding 
was cut by 16 per cent this year, re- 
flecting the cross-the-board cuts to 
the department of Culture and Com- 
munity Spirit 

Still, for sorne publishers, the 
money is vital. 

“Many publishers in Alberta would 
not survive without government as- 
sistance,” says Leblanc 

Leblanc laments the lack of consis- 
tent funding for book publishers. 

“For the industry to be healthy in 
Alberta, they (publishers) need sus- 
tainable, predictable funding. In or- 
der to develop sound business plans, 
you need to look ahead and know 
what you're going to have. Often 
that is not the case here.” 

Put another way, “book publish- 
ing,” says long-time Edmonton pub- 
lisher Glenn Rollans, “is a perilous 
business.” 

He should know. Rollans, now a 
partner with Lone Pine Press, has 
been in the industry since the mid- 
1980s, He was a partner with Ed-

monton-based Duval House, at the 
time one of Canada's largest text- 
book publishers, and was the director 
of the University of Alberta Press. 

Rollans says Alberta was, in the 
late 1990s and early 2000s, primed 
to become the second largest centre 
of English Canadian publishing, be 
hind only Ontario, 

“We saw the number of companies, 
the strength of our companies, the 
size of our volume as being highly 
competitive with British Columbia 
in particular, and a stronger regional 
industry than B.C., Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba and Atlantic Canada.” 

Alberta was home to five major 
publishers of educational texts, mak- 
ing it the second centre of educa 
tional publishing in Canada. Alberta 
was also home to a number of other 
important publishers, such as Alti- 
tude Publishing, Fifth House, Rocky 
Mountain Books, and Red Deer 
Press. 

As Rollans explains, in 2004 the 
culture ministry and the book pub- 
lishers were both on board with a 
plan to provide book publishers with 
the same financial support enjoyed 
by publishers in B.C. and Ontario. 
But the provincial election inter- 
vened, and with a new government 
the plan “fell off the earth.” 

So, too, did the Alberta publishing 
industry. With British Columbia and 
Ontano producing long-term, ag- 
gressive help for publishing, Alberta 
book publishers — including the text- 
book publishers — left the province 
in droves, or simply closed. 
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Heis certain that if the government 
has assisted book publishers to the 
same level as some other provinces, 
there would have been fewer failures 
and more aggressive investments in 
the companies that survived 

“Is it still possible to grow the sec 
tor? I think it is, but we're growing 
now from a much different position 
Six years ago, we were strong and 
outward bound. Now, we're'trying to 
regroup and restart a very long haul 
to growth.” 

Rollans says the various culture 
ministers have been supportive of 
book publishing, but the government 
overall has not made it a priority. 
When the economy tanks, budget 
items like support for the publish- 
ing industry — often seen as a frill by 
conservative governments and vot- 
ers — are the first to go 

According to culture ministry sta- 
tistics, in the fiscal year 2009/10, 
$835,000 was distributed to 13 pub- 
lishers. This year's budget calls for 
$701,400 in grants to 11 publishers 
The Book Publishers Association of 
Alberta received $127,746 last year 
for its operations, which will be cut 
to $107,307 this fiscal year. Post- 
secondary publishers — the U of A, 
U of C and Athabasca — received 
$136,000 last year, and $107,000 
this fiscal year. 

While the numbers are “very mod- 
est” in Rollans view, they are at 
least on the rise. In 2007/08 only 
$360,000 was distributed, and 
in 2007/08 only $282,000 was 
awarded.

The money is certainly welcomed 
by small publishers, but “in tems of 
an industrial kick start, it's certainly 
not sufficient,” Rollans says 

“In Alberta, traditionally, it has 
been very low, particularly compared 
to B.C. and Ontario.” Quebec, he 
says, is “off the charts” compared to 
support for cultural industries seen 
in Alberta 

“Quebec's programs are about 
making their industnes 
world beaters, not just keeping them 
on life support.” 

Rollans says that when he was 
with Duval, a bilingual publisher, 
they could have received more than 
$500,000 in support from the Que- 
bec government for a single project. 

In B.C., there is a tax credit pro 
gram that matches 90 per cent of 
federal contributions. In Lone Pine

were a B.C. based company, it would 
benefit from hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in provincial assistance, 
says Rollans. 

“Our competitive position, by vir 
tue of being here, is inherently un- 
dercut.” 

(Lone Pine, by the way, doesn't 
get any government assistance. The 
30-year-old company, which produc- 
es about 20 mostly natural history 
and gardening titles a year and em- 
ploys between 50-60 people, is too 
big for government assistance under 
current guidelines.) 

While grants are important to pub- 
lishers, often being the difference be- 
tween life or death, Rollans doesn't

want publishers to become depen- 
dent upon government largess. 

“Grants are a shot-in-the-arm to 
let you reinvest at a higher level, but 
unless you can survive to the point 
where you're getting grants, you're 
not really demonstrating your com 
mand of the industry. 

“If you approach it as a place where 
you can make a book if somebody 
gives you money, then you're going 
to fail.” 

Of course, you don't have to find 
apply for government funding, nor 
do you need it to survive. 

Jerome Martin is the owner, along 
with his wife Merle, of Spotted Cow 
Press. His staff consists of himself 
and his wife, and their office is wher- 
ever his laptop is at the time 

Martin got into publishing when he 
published a book he wrote about his 
rural hometown, To the Horizon and 
Beyond. From there, Spotted Cow 


has produced books on “a wide area 
of interest”, from poetry to fiction to 
New Developments in Reproduction 
and Incubation of Broiler Chicks, 
which was the result of Martin’s PhD 
in animal nutrition.

of Alberta's Espresso Book Machine, 
which can print and bind books on 
an individual basis. Spotted Cow's 
most recent book, Squire Davis and 
the Crazy River, was produced simul 
taneously on the Espresso machine 
here, and at the only other Canadian 
location, McMaster University. 

Spotted Cow has been quick to dis 
tribute its material in various media. 
They produced a book Martin wrote, 
Cappuccino U, that is available for 
free download on the Spotted Cow 
website, and Martin is looking into 
producing an app for the iPad. And 
he's done it all without government 
assistance, because he doesn't want 
to force his company to conform to 
government funding regulations. 

While he personally doesn't take 
advantage of government grants, he 
fully supports government aid for 
book publishing

The beleaguered Edmonton Eskimos of 
the Canadian Football League have hired 
former Saskatchewan Roughrider general 
manager Eric Tillman as their GM 

Normally we would leave the up and 
down of the local sports squadrons to the 
Sports pages and the blogosphere. But the 
hiring of Tillman opens up a moral can of 
worms worth addressing. 

Tillman ts likely the best available man 
for the job. He was the general manager 
of three teams that won Grey Cups; the B.C 
Uons in 1994, the Toronto Argonauts in 1997, 
and the Saskatchewan Roughriders in 2007. 
Less successfully, he also.ran the defunct 
Ottawa Renegades for three seasons. 

But it was something that happened off 
the field that wrecked what was a glittering 
career. In 2009, Tillman pleaded guilty to 
sexually assaulting his children’s teenage 
babysitter. Court was told that Tillman 
came up behind the teen as she bent aver 
to feed one of the children, put his arms 
@round her, put his thumbs through her belt 
loops and pulled her toward him. Tillman, 
who claimed he was on pain and sleep 
medication at the time, said he remembers 
nothing of the event. The judge who heard 
the case said “there's no suggestion that Mr. 





Tillman ts not generally of good character” 
and called his actions “an aberration fuelled 
by his consumption of two non-prescription 
drugs.” The girl, who did not make a victim 
impact statement, accepted Tillman's tear- 
ful apology. The Riders later cut their ties 
with Tillman. Now the Eskimos have hired 
Tillman, which brings up some vexing moral 
questions. 

Are we, as a society, willing to forgive 
someone like Tillman who commits what 
appears to be an out-of-character sexual 
assault, or is he a creep who doesn't deserve 
a second chance? Is his ‘crime’ hardly worthy 
of a criminal charge and a ruined career, or is 
any degree of sexual aggressiveness towards 
a minor deserving of a criminal charge and 
public disgrace? Should the Eskimos, as a 
community owned tear, hire aman witha 
sexual assault charge to his name? And we 
have to ask the question — if Tillman is such 
an upstanding citizen and football genius, 
why has he worked for four teams ina short 
period of time? 

We can only hope that the Eskimos have 
done their due diligence on Tillman, on and 
off the field. Ultimately, it will be up to the 
ticket buying public to pass judgment on his 
Derformance.

And as 
though to reinforce my point about 
the availability of heedless jerks on

roof. B.C. is refurbishing B.C. Place 
stadium, home of the CFL Lions and 
soccer Whitecaps. Cost: $563 mil- 
lion. All funding models are differ- 
ent — public money, private money, 
loans, bottle drives, etc. — but none 
of these projects asked for, or expect- 
ed, near majority federal funding. 

So Harper is right about one thing: 
give Quebec its $145 million, and 
there is no saying no to $150 million 
to Edmonton, $100 million to Ot 
tawa, $150 million to Saskatchewan, 
and $200 million to B.C. Calgary 
will wantits share to replace the Sad- 
dledome (whether it needs replacing 
or not), the Maritimes would want 


to build a stadium somewhere for a 
CFL franchise, and Winnipeg would 
expect to expand its building to suit 
an NHL franchise. Say yes to Que- 
bec, and it's easy to imagine a billion 
or more being spend on arenas and 
stadia. It's madness. 

So why didn't Harper just say no? 
Well, remember those 11 Quebec 
MPs who wore the Nordique jerseys? 
What are the odds they would get 
re-elected if Harper said no to Que- 
bec's ludicrous request? Maybe one- 
in-145 million? When your hopes 
of winning a majority might rest on 
one or two (or 11) swing seats in a 
temperamental province, then you 
never say no. (Of course, a similar 


request from Edmonton would have 
been greeted with a derisive snort 
from Harper. Aside from that pesky 
little Edmonton-Strathcona seat and 
maybe one other, Edmonton is pretty 
snug in Harper's arms.) 

So Harper is in a no-win situation, 
which normally | would relish.

ading about bromide, a chemical

Androids: What's The Point?

Do you personally think creating 
a perfectly humanlike robot is 
possible? If so, how many years 
might it take? 

Debbie, Jakarta, Indonesia 


Anything is possible, Debbie. The 
question is whether it's likely. My 
guess: no. Here’s why. 

What's the point? We've already 
got a proven method of making self- 
propelled hornunculi that realisti- 
cally simulate a mature human be- 
ing. It's called sex. Five minutes of 
mixing the ingredients, nine months 
of patient construction, and 10 years 
parked in front of the TV. Voila, the 
cutest little robot you can imagine 

Does it walk? You bet. Does it talk? 
Like a champ. Does it think? Let's not 
expect miracles. You also have the 
problem of having to feed it Happy 
Meals on a regular basis rather than 
storing it on the recharging stand till 
next needed. Nonetheless, it's hard to 
imagine why you'd spend 90 jillion 
dollars replicating when you've got a 
globe full of bipeds churning out at 
their own expense. 

I'm not claiming there's no need 
for robots. However, the goal of com- 
mercial robotics is to produce ma- 
chines capable of reliably perform- 
ing a tiny subset of human functions 
without needing bathroom breaks or 
asking for a raise. These special-pur- 
pose devices, ranging from assem- 
bly-line welders to carpet sweepers, 
bear little or no resemblance to the 
living workers they replace, That's 
just as well, because to the extent 
that they do: 

It’s creepy. Let's set aside for the 
moment whether we'll ever see gen- 
eral-purpose positronic robots like 
the ones in Isaac Asimov's sci-fi nov- 
els. An entrepreneur might well see 
a market for a machine that dupli- 
cated the appearance of a human for 
use as a product demonstrator, say, 
or — let's be blunt — a sexbot. But be 
honest: would you really want to deal 
with one? 

Here we run into what Japanese 
robotics engineer Masahiro Mori 
called the “uncanny valley.” People 
respond positively when inanimate 
objects are endowed with human 
characteristics — up to a point. But if 
the object begins to approximate hu- 
manness too closely without getting 
all the way there, affection gives way 
to revulsion, That's the valley on the 
emotional-response chart. 

Movie animators stray into the 
uncanny valley at their peril. The 
success of Pixar productions like the 
Toy Story series, A Bug's Life, etc, 
Suggests we're delighted by animated 
creations that are recognizably cari- 
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catures. But many blame the chilly 
response to Final Fantasy: The Spir 
its Within and The Polar xpress on 
the fact that the human characters 
in these films were too lifelike to be 
endearing but not lifelike enough to 
seem real. An android presents the 
same problem. If you're going to go 
to the trouble of creating a human- 
seeming cable-guy-bot, you don't 
want to find you've succeeded just 
enough to freak the customers out. 

Finally, let's not minimize a funda- 
mental problem: 

Making a good android is really 
tough. A convincingly human robot 
needs to do two things. First, walk 
the walk, which is to say, closely re- 
produce not just human appearance 
but human movement, and second, 
talk the talk, meaning not just that it 
sounds like a person but that it inter- 
acts with its environment as we do. 

The purely mechanical part is 
plenty difficult. Honda engineers 
have been working on robots capa- 
ble of walking since 1986; one early 
model incorporated a computer, 32 
motors, a battery, a radio, and nu- 
merous sensors and weighed 462 
pounds. The current model, called 
ASIMO, has been slimmed down to 
95 pounds and can walk in a circle 
(no mean feat) and well, the 
engineers call it “running,” but top 
speed is less than four miles per 
hour, which is more like a slow jog. 
If you're looking for a droid that can 
do the hokey-pokey, that could be a 
ways down the road. 

But realistic movement is just the 
start. The bigger challenge is getting 
the robot to behave like a human. 
The classic standard here is the Tur- 
ing: whether a machine's conversa- 
tional responses can be distinguished 
from those of a person. Some big 
heads in the world of artificial intel- 
ligence have spent decades arguing 
whether a machine that passed the 
Turing test would be truly thinking, 
but all we need for our purposes is 
a convincing fake. Even optimists

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ECO EXPERTS LOOK BACK AT 
DAVID SUZUKI'S LEGACY

From posing in the buff at age 64 
to warning the world about climate 
change years before it became a hot- 
button issue, David Suzuki has long 
served as Canada’s pre-eminent en- 
vironmental watchdog. 

As a beloved broadcaster, author, ac- 
ademic and activist, the Vancouver 
native is best known for hosting The 
Nature of Things — CBC's longest 
running television program — sincé 
1979, beaming science, education 
and action onto screens across the 
nation. 

This month, on top of appearing as 
the central subject of the documen- 
tary Force of Nature, which made its 
premiere at the Toronto Internation- 
al Film Festival, Dr. Suzuki brings his 
Legacy Lecture tour to stops across 
the country. 

The premise is simple, but signifi- 
cant: “If [had one last lecture to give, 
what would I say?” * 





“His strongest legacy is in environ- 
mental education, not in a wimpy 
way but in an incredibly imaginative 
one,” says Linda Duncan, New Dem- 
ocrat MP for Edmonton-Stratheona, 
and environment critic within the 
caucus. 

“Dr. Suzuki stepped out of being 
a scientist to get the message across 
about its interest and how critical it 
is to support the foundation for de- 
cision making. He's an incredible 
author and highly respected for his 
work including Aboriginal spirituali- 
ty with the environment. He's a great 
leader in championing that aspect.” 

Edmonton based activist Mike hu- 
dema, who works for Greenpeace, 
is passionately devoted to shutting 
down the Alberta tar sands (in his 
words: “a barren’ moonseape”), lim- 
iting the province's reliance on fos- 
sil fuels, and promoting green jobs. 
He describes Dr. Suzuki as a strong, 
prominent voice for the environmen- 
tal cause worldwide. 

“One of the things he’s always 
done well is focusing on who will 
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feel the impacts of climate change: 
the next generation,” Hudema says. 
"The future that you fashion today 
is what will affect your children and 
your children’s children, There are 
ethical and moral responsibilities to 
pass on hopefully something bet- 
ter than what we received from our 
ancestors. Dr. Suzuki has followed 
a generational approach to environ- 
mentalism, but also imbued the ur- 
gency to act.” 3 

As a former forest firefighter and 
globetrotting environmental film- 
maker, Niobe Thompson holds even 
closer ties to Dr. Suzuki. Through his 
company Clearwater Media, Thomp- 
son has recently begun production 
on a fourth series of The Nature of 
Things. 

After growing up with Dr. Suzuki 
as a large-looming inspiration, he 
describes accompanying his hero to 
film in Fort McMurray as a drearn 
job. 

“| do run into the attitude that 
David Suzuki is too angry, preaches 
from a pulpit and that it's always bad

news,” Thompson quips. “I do live in 
Alberta, after all. But that's simply 
‘shoot the messenger’ thinking, and 
we owe him a huge debt. 

“In the 1980s, NASA chief scien- 
tist James Hansen was just beginning 
to tell the U.S. government about a 
problem called the greenhouse ef- 
fect, while Dr, Suzuki was telling us 
about it on Canadian television.” 

“I don't think anyone could ever 
replace him,” Hudema affirms. “Dr. 
Suzuki has been such a powerful 
force for decades, and in many ways, 
is in a class of his own. 

“What we do have is more and 
more people rising up and speaking 
out, such as the Canadian Youth Cli- 
mate Coalition, a national organiza- 
tion of young people fighting to stop 
the crisis. 

“I believe we'll see more of not one 
voice but many coming from differ- 
ent sectors of the country, especially 
in the rise of indigenous, first nation 
voices. There's a life-long connection 
to the land that settlers may have 
lest.” 


Calls 


For any Canadian who lived 
through the ‘80s with a television 
radio or even a passing interest in the 
environment, it'd be hard to imagine 
a world without David Suzuki. How 
ever, while some speculate that this 
lecture tour may be his last, citing 
Dr. Suzuki's public resolutions to 
limit his own carbon emissions, nei 
ther Thompson nor Duncan buy it 

“He was just showing me his Supra 
million mile club card with shame 
last week,” Thompson laughs. “! 
know he intends to change the way 
he travels, but I think it would be dif- 
ficult for someone with his profile 
and commitments to leave the stage 
entirely. I hesitate to say it's possible, 
but do hope he can continue to exert 
the same influence without travel 
ling as much.” 

“Dr. Suzuki lives and breathes the 
environment, so I don’t believe this 
will be his final hurrah,” Duncan says 
“It might be his last formal tour, but 
I think we'll still hear lots from him, 
and that he'll inspire many more to 
step into his shoes.”

Jailbait, by Deirdre O'Connor, is 
the story of two decidedly underage 
girls who sneak into a club’ to meet 
up with some decidedly of-age men.

tude 53 gallery in downtown Ed- 
monton for 11 years now. “There 
was a significant desire for this to 
take place,” said Todd Janes, founder 
and curator of the seven-day festi- 
val (Sept. 15-21). “Visualeyez filled a 
much-needed void for artists to meet 


Janes, an active performance artist 
mself, credits the global resurgence 
f this ancient pursuit during the 
50s, though he admits “there were 
ery few places where Canadian per- 
ormance artists could gather and be 
Xposed to each other's work, and to 
ctwork and experiment.” 


In 1999 Janes, as Latitude 53's ex 
ecutive director, founded Canada's 
premiere performance art event, 
which has since featured more than 
150 artists from across the country 
and around the world. The 2010 line- 
up is no exception, calling on partici- 
pants from Vancouver (Randy Lee 
Cutler, Chun Hua & Catherine Dong, 
Manolo Lugo & Naufus Ramirez- 
Figueroa), Montreal (Kelly Andres 
& Alison Reiko Loader), even Brook- 
lyn (Adina Bier), and from our own 
backyard (Jennifer Mesch, Beau 
Coleman, Matthew Skopyk & Me- 
lissa Thingelstad). 

“This year will feature the work of 
14 artists,” continued Janes. “They 
have all arrived at the stages in their 
careers where they are now coalesc- 
ing around or towards performance 
art and to interact with audiences, 
directly or indirectly, and situate the 
work within the environment of the 
street and within performance spac- 
es of the gallery and other spaces.” 

€ach of the performers, whatever 
their capacity, had just one artistic 
precondition when they signed up 
for Visualeyez 2010: their piece must 
be in relation, whether bluntly or 
ambiguously, to food. 

“€ach year | select a broad curato- 
rial theme to sew the art work togeth- 
er with,” he says, “and this year the 
food theme will afford audiences |a 
chance] to engage in artwork that ex- 
plores our relationship with food as a 
unifying component in our lives 


“The artists explore the ceremony | 


of food, political and identity politics 
around food, desire and wanting; we

also look at food as a component 
around romance, lust and loss. Food 
[is] about obsession and a way to get 
to know strangers, and learn about 
yourself and others.” 

For anyone who hasn't yet taken 
in Visualeyez, or any performance 
art show for that matter, expect to be 
caught off guard. Expect “intimate 
one-on-one relational performance” 
and “direct interactions with the art 
ists.” Expect something different. 

“How can you not become happy 


with art that will ... give you some-

And though Rebney may never ur 
derstand the popularity of the orig 
nal Winnebago Man clip, Steinbau 
has a theory:

‘Champagne’ Short Makes A Bubbly TIFF Debut 


CELEBRATORY BEVERAGES IN 
ORDER AS LOCAL FILMMAKER 
CELEBRATES TIFF PREMIERE

Hans Olson's short film Champagne 
will be premiering at the 2010 Toron- 
to International Film Festival but his 
beginnings in film were on a much 
smaller scale 

His love for film started in earnest 
10 or so years ago, when he and his 
family hosted the inaugural “Pretty 
Hill Film Festival” in their rural Al- 
berta home. Initially a cozy family 
affair held in mid-February over a 
long weekend, the festival has grown 


so large it was moved to the nearby 
Augustana campus in 2010 (and re 
named “The Nordlys Film Festival”, 
Norweigan for Northern Lights.) 

The annual event gave Olson a 
chance to screen dozens of films 
purely for the fun of it. After finish- 
ing University he found his way to 
FAVA where he started taking work- 
shops 

He remembers one of his first un- 
official lessons from the FAVA staff 
who were “so patient” as they showed 
him around the equipment they had 
available to lend. 

“It made things seem suddenly 
possible” he says of what they had 





to offer, and he made his first short 
film through a FAVA workshop, edit 
ing it by hand on a cutting table. “It 
was an incredible introduction”, he 


say; 





they were so welcoming” 
Hans studied screenwriting at Lan 

gara College in Vancouver, and was a 
resident in the 2009 Directors’ Lab at 
the Canadian Film Centre in Toron 
to. It was during that program that 
Champagne was produced. "Collabo: 
ration was a huge buzzword. There's 
no escaping it so you better learn to 
love it” in filmmaking, Olson says 


with a smile, “because you're always 





going to need a team” 





Olson co-wrote and 


produced 


Champagne. It's the story of Clara 
who works the night shift at a furni 
ture store. With the help of a bottle 
of birthday champagne from her 
mother, she reveals her long-held 
crush on a co-worker who has an 
nounced that tonight is his last night 
‘on the job. 

“I'm interested in things that don't 


seem significant until they're framed 





by a camera”, Olson says of what in 
spires him to write, and Champagne 
is true to that. 

The film is understated and glumly 
hopeful.

With eight years of experience 
as a hair stylist in her corner, the 
26-year-old designer not only 
offers hair accessories 
through her label Cellar Door, she 


also provides lessons on how to

or better yet you can simply come 
into The Beauty Parlour (10011 
82nd Ave.) where she works and 
have her put the piece in for you 
“It gives me an edge on how 


it functions in their hair, and it 
gives them confidence knowing 
how it's supposed to work,” Ko: 
mant says. “They can come have 
their hair done and have the piece 
put in and everything 

usually 





The creation proce 
begins with Komant combing 
through antique stores and thrift 
shops looking for vintage broach 
es, pins or earrings to use as the 
anchor element. From there she 
builds around it using everything 
lace 


from ribbon, fabrics, mesh 


and French netting to create her 





one-of-a-kind accoutrements 

A typical piece will take Komant 
about four hours to complete and 
retails between $10-$15 for small 
er works and $40-$85 for her 


larger pieces. But she prefers per 
sonal consultations where she's 
more than happy to find a way to 
meet her client's budget 

However, depending on the type 
of hair her clients have things can 
get alittle tricky 

“Generally speaking there's a lot 
of weight to some of these pieces,” 
she says, “Ifa client has nice thick 
hair and they're doing a full up 
do generally I can use a hair comb 
and it scoops right in, sort of like 
how a bridal veil would work. But 
the real challenge for me is the 
fine and short hair clients | have, 
and finding how to make the piec 
es stay in their hair.” 

She's been experimenting with 
different clips and pins. But has 


found that headbands work be 
for short and fine hair. Skinny 
headbands are the best as they are 
easier to conceal so you just se 
the headpiece, or you can do the 
full-on flapper style with a ban 
across the forehead.

After finding the raw material for 
one of her pieces Tempest can of- 
ten be found scouring second-hand

stores in search of pewter beer steins 
that she takes home and melts down 
in preparation for the casting pro 
cess. Tempest takes a certain sat 
faction knowing that her process of 
using recycled metal and found ob 
jects is environmentally responsible 
but working with such materials isn't 
always easy 

Traditionally, pewter was consid 
ered the opposite of a precious metal 
It's normally a contaminant, and for 
good reason. It weakens most metals 
it's mixed with, which causes prob 
lems for Tempest on a regular basis. 

‘I've had a lot of trouble with rings 
because | just dip old rings into the 
pewter and it gives it a clumpy fac 
tor, and sometimes the pewter just 
falls off the ring. So you have to find 
the right mix, which is all trial and 
error,” she says 

It was one of her teachers at the 
Nova Scotia College of Art and De 
sign, where she is in the process of 
completing a double major in sculp: 
ture and jewelry, that turned her 
onto pewter as an easy DIY material 
to work with. 

After returning to Edmonton when

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DESIGNER DRAWS FROM HER 
EASTERN EUROPEAN ROOTS 
AND PLAYS BY HER OWN RULES, 
WHILE HELPING STREET

Local designer, stylist and model 
Natasha Lazarovic is a bit of an odd 
fit in the fashion industry. 

Her extravagant signature head 
pieces and elegant, flowing East 
European influenced garments are 
impossible to mistake on the runway, 
but the incredible designs she cre 
ates under her label Temna Fialka 
are difficult for many industry pro 
fessionals and indeed her audience to 
categorize 

“Natasha has a very different twist 
to what she’s doing,” Sandra Sing 
Fernandes, executive and creative 
director of Western Canada Fashion 









ek says. “She's not going to be one 
of our ready-to-wear designers or 
our couture designers. I'm not sure 
where she’s going to end up in some 
ways because she has a very theatri 
cal edge to her. She's almost doing 
more costuming. 

This is a common misconception 
says Lazarovic 

I get so much confusion from 
people who don't understand what 
I do. They keep saying I make cos- 
tumes, but I don't make costumes 


| I make an artistic form of clothing 


that could be toned down or worn 
extravagantly, it’s really avant garde,” 
Lazarovic explains 

Using a bright colour palette with 
her preferred materials of feathers, 
leather, recycled-furs, silks and vin 
tage patterns Lazarovic's last line, 
Ortega, was inspired by her East Eu- 
ropean roots and designed to imitate 
the fanciful perception of a child's 
imagination, and indeed the line was 
fantastical in its delivery. 

“lL always come back to Eastern Eu- 
rope, the Carpathian Mountains, a 
lot of that really dense, thick myste- 
rious superstitious elements of that 
culture,” she explains 

However, Lazarovic understands 
that marketing is paramount in the 


| fashion industry and on Sept. 20 she 


will unveil 12 pieces from Chimera, 
her latest line as part of WCFW's 
Fantasy Night 

Unlike Ortega, Chimera will be 
“toned down” offering more fitted 
and tailored garments with less dra- 
matic headpieces and a softer colour 


| palette featuring a range of rusts and 


earth tones. 

“I'm going to throw it on the run- 
way and see what happens,” La 
zarovic says. “The whole point when 
you look back at your career is to de- 
velop a diversity of skill sets, of art, 
of colour, of everything so that when 
people look at you they go, ‘OK, she's 
not a repetitive artist; she's not just 
going top make the same thing all the 
time.’ 


“To survive in the fashion indus 
try you need to constantly reinvent 
yourself, otherwise you just sink to 
the bottom and people forget about 
you.” 

Fernandes is also curious to see 
what the response to Lazarovic's new 
line will be, stating that Lazarovic is 
more than capable of tailoring her 
work to different audiences. 

"She certainly has the talent, and 
whatever she puts her mind to she's 
going to have successes,” Fernandes 
says, 

Lazarovic doesn't just use her tal 
ents to create pieces for the runway. 
She also uses her skills and knowl 
edge to help inner-city youth at the 
iHuman Youth Society — a non-prof 
it organization that uses the arts to 
help Edmonton's at-risk youth. 

"She's kind of outrageous and 
does these elaborate headdresses, 
so we decided to let her try a work 
shop here and that’s what got the 
kids excited saying, ‘Oh my God, 
And she was so

ible.” 

But the job hasn't been easy. 

“You can't sit them down and 
tell them to sew a straight line 
over and over again until they get 
it right. Most of these kids have 
FAS, ADD, they have drug addic 
tions and all kinds of learning dis 
abilities, so they're not going to re- 
spond to that,” Lazarovic explains. 

“You have to adapt to each child 
individually. The biggest key is keep 
ing their interest for longer than 20 
minutes.” 

For the most part Lazarovic spends 
her time helping the kids make head 
pieces and teaching them to how 
draft patterns and incorporate mixed 
media into their designs including 
silk screening and even spray paint 

But mostly Lazarovic is there to lis- 
ten to the kids and help them develop 
self-esteem. And when it comes to 
confidence Lazarovic has more than 
enough to go around 

“1 run by my own rules; I create 
what I want to create and do what I 
want to do, and that gains me quite a 
bit of respect in the industry because 
I'm fearless,” she says, adding that 
regardless of how her latest line fares 
at WCFW she already knows what 
she's going to produce next. 

“Next season I'm going to go 
hardcore into the antlers, with 
massive antler headpieces, and 
Romanian-Victorian-Slavic-Ro- 
man kind of ball gowns,” she says 

“Very trans-cultured, it's go- 
ing to be out there. If anything 
I've done is going to be a cos- 
tume it's going to be that line 
They're going to be epic and awe- 
some and memorable.”

Not A Hermit In The Bunch

IT ACTUALLY IS TO BE AN IDOL

A true idol does not a television con- 
test make — Peter Noone is certain of 
that. After all, he was one, at a time 
when the title meant facing crowds 
of screaming girls, appearing live on 
The Ed Sullivan Show and penning 
the occasional guest column for 16 
Magazine. 

Back in 1965, Noone — ‘or “Her- 
man,” as he was known to leagues of 
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international fans — burst onto the 
British music scene as the leader of 
Herman's Hermits, an English pop 
group that saturated the Canadian 
charts with 12 No. | singles including 
m Into Something 
Good,” and “Mrs. Brown, You've Got 
A Lovely Daughter.” 

During his half-century working 
in all facets of the entertainment in- 
dustry, Noone has seen a lot of faces 
come and go. And he doesn’t exactly 
see the seeds of pop-culture longevi- 
ty being sown by graduates of today’s 
fame-factory shows. 

“You've won American Idol and 
that means you are an American 
idol? Well, that doesn't do a big ser- 
vice to the word ‘idol.’ They should 
have called it Pop Star,” Noone 





quips. 

“I think the word ‘idol’ has been 
misrepresented by those shows be- 
cause I don't see that anybody who's 
won it so far has become an idol,” 
he says, clarifying, “An idol is Elvis 
Presley.” 

As an Idol guest mentor back in 
'96, Noone got a firsthand glimpse 
at the big machine at work. And the 
way he sees it, the very nature of the 
competition ensures that, whatever 
the winners emerge with, it probably 
won't be staying power. 

He says, “When I was on American 


Idol with Simon [Cowell], we had an |
